The  principal  design  of  this  work  may  be  learned 
from  the  following  paragraph  in  the  introduction : 

It  appears  to  the  author,  that  the  present  is  an  age 
when  our  youth  ought  to  be  indoctrinated,  as  well  as 
instructed  concerning  things  and  places.  Errors  of  a 
most  pernicious  tendency  are  rampant  in  the  land. 
Skepticism  is  continually  priKlucing  its  olt-refutcd  ob¬ 
jections.  Infidelity,  not  only  in  secret,  but  openly,  by 
the  operation  of  presses  and  its  itinerant  lecturers,  seeks 
to  destroy  the  dearest  hopes  of  man.  The  enemy  is  in 
every  place,  endeavouring  to  sow  tares  in  the  field. 
The  youthful  mind,  especially,  is  sought  out,  that  it 
may  be  prejudiced  against  the  pure  principles  of  the 
Gospel,  its  established  doctrines,  its  revealed  mysteries, 
its  sublime,  consoling  faith. 

Our  sons  and  our  daughters  are  taught  to  disbelieve ; 
to  reject  what  they  cannot  comprehend  ;  and  thus  they 
have  laid  for  them  the  foundation,  on  which  they  them¬ 
selves  are  to  assist  in  rearing  the  gloomy  temple  of 
Atheism.  Most  certainly,  t  he  same  process  of  reason¬ 
ing  by  which  the  truths  of  Revelation  are  decried,  will 
lead  to  the  awful  conclusion  that  there  is  no  Gixl.
